SI [ELTON'S respiratory therapy 

program was approved recently by the 

Alabama Commission on Higher Education, 
becoming the third respiratory therapy 
program to he offered in the state by a two 
year college and the only new program to 
receive ACHE approval. Respiratory 
therapy programs are already ottered by 
Wallace State Community College in 
Hanceville and Wallace State Community 

College in Dothan. 

Thirteen allied health programs were 
identified by the Office of Post second ary 
Education as "critical need programs" but 
Shelton's respiratory therapy program was 
the only one to receive ACHE approval. 

Shelton's program will be offered in 
cooperation with DCH Regional Medical 
Center and becomes a new venture between 
the college and the hospital. DCH will 
provide space for the program along with 
equipment and supplies. Located close to 
DCH, the respiratory therapy program will 
be housed at 408 C. Bryant Drive. 

Ten students are already enrolled in the 
program for Fall semester. Space is 
currently available for 18 students although 
the program can expand to 25 when the 
college moves to the new campus. 

Brenda Ryan will be the college's liaison 
for the program and will advise students on 
the required academic prerequisites.
